I do agree that a new school is needed, but is now 
the right time? With Antioch growing, and all the 
new subdivisions being planned, is the Upper 
Grade School area the right place for a new 
school? - 

There is a lot of vacant land out' in the Channel 
Lake area, which could be subdivided in a short 
time. With this land Being developed a need for a 
school in- that area would be necessary. 

The vacant land east of Antioch is in the 
planning of being subdivided, which could cause 
the overcrowding of the schools that area would 
serve. 

The building of a new subdivision across Grass 
Lake Rd. from Seven Hills would cause 
overcrowding of Oakland Grade School. 

FOR THE ABOVE REASONS I submit the M 
following plan: > 

1. Build an addition of about eight rooms on two 
levels, to Channel Lake school. v > 

2. Remodel the old building, using it for a large 
library, learning center, 'band and music room, 
nurse's office, and an office where the principal 
and secretary can work without being crowded. 

3. In a couple years, we then could build a school 
where it is really needed. This being in the area of 
North Ave, between Longview" Drive and Deep 
Lake Rd. 

THE STUDENTS EASt of the railroad tracks 
and from Oakwood Knolls could be enrolled in this 
school. This would cause a decrease in enrollment 
at Oakland school. .' ,'

Do away with voter registration requirements?^ This 
Carter Administration proposal was cloaked in wholesome 
rhetoric, hinting' that only a Neanderthal would oppose such 
a noble idea as "universal" voter registration (as the scheme 
is called). 

But American public opinion, has been slow to jump into 
line behind the proposal, perhaps* sensing a catch. There 
probably is one. s 

' Examined closely, jit appears to be nothing more or less 
than a scheme to institutionalize one-party rule in the United 
States. Unaccountably, the Republican minority leaders in 
both Senate' and House embraced the plan, thus turning it 
into a sort of suicide pact for the GOP. - 

VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE, who seems to be the 
plan's most ardent advocate, pointed with pride to Minnesota 
and Wisconsin running above the national percentage in 
voter turnout last November. No wonder he was happy. They 
also brought in lopsided Democratic Party victories. '

away with advance voter registration in Federal elections.

Senators and Representatives would no longer 
have to toil full time at being professional politicians, but 
would become (as they once were and\as the authors of the 
Consititiition planned it) citizen-politicians, who see 
office-holding as a short-term duty, to be filled with dignity

They would spend a lot of time back home among real 
people, free from the heady fumes of Washington with its 
company-town atmosphere. THey would also have to earn a 
" living. This, to borrow from Samuel Johnson, might be a way 
to "concentrate the mind wonderfully" on the real purpose of 
government. 

Heaven forbfd, it might even lead some of them to come 
around to the idea that the best Congress is one which repeals •

In addition to not realizing that the 
economy was already regaining its 
health, the Carter people were also 
naive in believing that no one would 
realize where the $50 tax rebate 
would come from; the taxpayers 
themselves. 

And, even if the economy did need 
stimulation, they didn't reckon with 
human nature. In January, the 
Harris Poll found that two-thirds of 
those surveyed said they would use a 
$50 rebate to pay old bills or build up 
savings - not exactly "Stimulation" 
The best that can be said for 
"White House Tooth Fairy Econom- 
ics" is that it's gotten everyone 
'talking about where the govern- 
ment's money comes from in the 
first place.

Infallibility (truthfulness) does 
not mean that Scripture can be 
understood as saying everything 
that can be said on a subject. 
Infallibility must be understood 
as applying to "the intended 
assertions of Scripture." This 
means that when the Bible says 
an event took place, the event 
took place exactly as described. 
Hence, when the Bible says that 
"in the beginning God created the 
heavens and the earth," it means 
precisely that. God created the 
heavens and the earth. But 
Genesis does not say how, and the 
language employed is not techni- 
cal. : "■■;■ W" \' 

MOSES, WHO WROTE the 
book of Genesis, was not an 
astronomer and divine inspira- 
tion ' did not make him one. 
Hence, he wrote only what 
mattered -that God created the 
heavens and the earth. And fn the 
verses that follow he gives the 
sequence of God's creative ac- 
tivity, exactly as it happened in 
the order in which it happened. 
Inspiration did not give him the 
jargon of a geologist or astrono- 
mer. It did, however, give him 
sufficient information to write an 
adequate 'account, and it did 
protect him from error, There 
are no mistakes in the Genesis 
account of origins; the account is 
infallible and inerrant. 
? The thing to remember is 
intent. What does the Scripture 
intend to say? In some places, the 
language is poetic, in which cases 
it cannot be interpreted literally.

For example, the line "Thou 
didst remove a vine from Egypt, 
Thou didst drive out the nations, 
and didst plant it," is a reference 
to the Exodus. God did not plant a 
literal vine, He guided Israel to 
the promised land- and settled 
them there. /The language is 
poetic, and it is obviously so. 

The truth is, what God intends 
to say is always obvious: This 
does not mean that the language 
is always literal; indeed, there 
are many figures of speech. But 
metaphors, similes and other 
figures of speech are immediate- 
ly recognizeable as such. They 
are not obscure,, and the Scrip- 
tures are not a series of puzzles - 
as is the case with much modern 
poetry. 

INTERPRETATION OF Scrip- 
ture takes skill ,~ but the first 
principle of interpretation is that 
Scripture must be read in its 
natural sense. In the Bible, words 
mean what they say. Water is 
water, unless there is good 
reason to believe that the word is 
used as a symbol. In some places 
water is indeed a symbol, as in 
Titus 3:5, where Paul says that 
God saved us "through Mhe 
washing of rebirth and renewal 
by the Holy Spirit, whom He 
poured out on us generously 
through Jesus Christ our Savior." 
In that passage - as in others 
where literal things are used as 
symbols - the meaning is clear. 

The reason, of course, is that 
God, who gave us the Book, is 
Light. The Bible is His Word, and 
because it is His it can banish all 
bur darkness.

Nonstandard letters are costly to process, 
because they cannot take advantage of the speed 
and efficiency of letter sorting machines, and 
sometimes cause jams that may damage the mail. 

THE NE^, IWEGULATIONS also call for a 
surcharge on non-standard size letter mail that is 
too large or too flimsy for machine processing. 

"ActuaUy^ the individual mail user won't be 
greatly/ affected by the new dimensional 
standards, since . only about 4 percent of the 
correspondence mail now falls into: |he odd-size 



category," Postmaster Ehrhart said. \ 

Large volume business. mailers already have 
been briefed on the new standards to give them . 
ample time to use up non-standard supplies.

THE HEIGHT OF an envelope in relation to its 
width, along with its thickness and weight, are 
factors in the newmailing requirements. 

As far as the general public is concerned, the 
most noticeable change will be these minimum 
standards for mailing pieces: Except for keys and 
identification badges, anything less than %" thick 
that is legs than 3^" in height and 5" wide will be 
non-mailable.
